Post Office at the Door. 


When the house-to-house method of 
delivering mails was adopted, a few 
years ago, everybody thought it the ul- 
timate achievement of a perfected 
postal system.. 

Postmaster -General Wanamaker is 
about to take a step beyond, in the es- 
tablishment of a scheme for collecting 
letters, papers; and packages. from 
dwelling to dwelling and from shop to 
shop, so that no one need ever be 
obliged to go outside of his domicile for 
the purpose of sending such matter in 
Uncle Sam’s care. The new plan will 
be put into operation early in the com- 
ing year. : 

Last October a circular was issued 
by the department asking the inventors 
of the country to exercise their wits in 
devising a suitable letter box for attach- 
ing to each citizen’s door in every 
town and city in the Union. It was 
explained that the object was to save 
the postman’s time in waiting for an 
answec to the bell, and to render thé 
delivery of the mail- as convenient to 
the recipient as possible. 

Requirement was made that the re- 
ceptacle should be cheap, neat in ap- 
pearance, simple in operation, secure 
against thieves, and so constructed that 
its contents should be protected against 
rain, sleet, snow aud dust. Further- 
more, the mail was not to be accessible 
at the same time to the postman and 
the recipient. 

In response to this advertisement 


of them was deemed satisfactory, and 
soa second circular to similar effect 
wag sent out. Ten hundred and thirty- 
five models rewarded this second ap- 
peal, and among the ‘number several 
designs were thought deserving of com- 
mendation by the commission appointed 
to judge the competition. 

Only one, however, was actually rec- 
ommended, and this pattern will un- 
doubtedly receive the official approval 
of the postmaster-general some time 
within the next few-days.—It is a* 
chanical marvel, at once beautiful in 
its simplicity and admirable in its ef- 
fectiveness for the purpose contem- 
plated. 

The contrivance looks somewhat like 
an ordinary lamp-post letter box ona 
small scale. It 18 attached to the front 
door, and is rather decorative than 
e otherwise. The postman comes along 
4 i : with mail matter to deliver. He thrusts 
E. i the letters into the box from beneath, 
and they are retained in such a manner 
that it is impossible to remove them. 
They can only be taken out from above 
by the househoider, who has a key for 
that purpose. It is not necessary, how- 
aM i ever, for the latter to open the recep- 
tacle’ every time that he wishes to 
ascertain if it contains anything.

One result of 
the novel departure is likely to, bea 
cutting down of the force of letter 
carriers in every city, it being esti- 
mated that one-half the present num- 
ber could do the work if everybody

Before going further we hasten— 
say that these figures are not our own. 
Nor are they the figures of any man 
prejudiced as men are so apt to be 
against young women, They are the 
official figures put forth by the State 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
which has just closed an important 
meeting in this city, They were fur- 
nished to the union by the superintend- 
ent of the department of narcotics, 
chewing gum being nghtfully thrown 
in with opium, cocaine; hashish and so 
forth. The union, of course, comes 
out strongly against chewing gum in 
any form. The figures which we have 
quoted are certainly alarming. Six 
million dollars is a large sum to be ex- 
pended on gum. We doubt if the 
amount put into bread or tobacco is 
much greater. More interesting fig- 
ures can doubtless be evolved with 
these as a foundation.

It 
is exasperating to realize that the wo- 
men have known all the while that 
tobacco was harmless and gum: inju- 
rious. It-is still more provoking to 
think that some men have actually 
been weak enough to give up tobacco, 
under.a steady fire of female eloquence 
which should have ‘been directed 
against gum within the agitators’ own 
ranks. But happily these men ‘can 
return to-their tobacco.’ Now the thing 
to be done.is for everybody to turn his 
or her. attention to the suppression of 
the gum habit. The best way to pro- 
ceed would seem to be to strike at the 
root of the evil. Let the. manufacture 
or sale of gum be prohibited. Let us 
invoke our old friend, the strong arm 
of the law. To this end there should 
be a third political party formed imme- 


diately.. Let its motto be this: ‘Pul-

The nominations for all offices of all 
parties are now before the people ‘and 
the peculiar fitness of, each candidate 
for the office to which he has been 
nominated is proper material for con- 
sideration at the hands ef the voters. 
The special qualities: that make one 
man better fitted for an office than his 
opponent are too often considered from 
the purely partizan standpoint, to give 
to those qualities their just and reason- 
able due. While we wish to refrain 
as much as possible from taking a posi- 
tion at variance with our well. known 
position of netitrality in politics we feel 
constrained to most heartily endorse 
three of the candidates who appeal 
more especially to our Andover voters. 
The nomination of James B. Smith for 
representative to the general court was 
the work of .a republican caucus which 
has reason to feel pleased with the 
result. Not that Andoyer does not 
possess other men of equal ability and 
worth, but in his “nomination, a man 
was brought forth whose eminent 
respectability and entire life have fitted 
for a representative of the Andover as 
it has been known, and as it still is. 
Born in Andover, educated in Andover, 
intimately associated with Andover’s 


oldest and most famous business which 


has directly or indirectly built some of 
our ‘noblest buildings, given largely to 
our valuable library and in countless 
other ways helped Andoverjs growth 
and prosperity, Mr. Smith’s nomina- 
tion seems but an honorable mention 
from his party. 

So much is said in these days of the 
laboring man’s interests that is one- 
sided and harmful, that a word as to 
what and who is the friend of real 
labor may not be out ot place. And by 
labor we do not mean simply the toiler 
for we are too dependent on each 
other to divide, in any possible man- 
ner, any one class from another in the 
consideration of the question. 

Old operatives of the Smith & 
Dove Company will need to bur- 
nish their’ memories but little, to 
recall in the man who is to-day the 
president of the company, one of its 
workmen many years: ago, afterwards 
the superintendent of the Frye Village 
mill, later away for a while from active 
duties in the business and later again 
to-be called to its presidency. And in 
all of these positions memory will again 
brighten to recall that as brother work- 
man, superintendent, director, or 
president, the same man has ever been 
& just, generous, and honorable friend. 
The true friend of the working class 
is not always found talking on the 
street corner, he is not the man who 
makes the loudest protestations or 
promises such countless blessings if 
his suit is favored. “The ‘honest, faith- 
ful, just, and prompt paying employer 
stands far above all others in the list 
of true friends of the Jabering man. 
No more worthy examples of this type 
of the laboring man’s friend can be 
found than two men who are to-day, 
one the connecting link between our 
community and our -national govern- 
ment, Hon. M. 'T. Stevens, the other 
nominated and probably to be elected 
as our special representative to the 
state government, James B. Smith. It 
1s such men as these who have made 


“the laws, which have brought our na- 
tion to be the grandest nation on the 


globe'in its equal justice to all men. 


A-glance-at the record-of another 


candidate who will appeal to the voters 
of this town on the 8rd of November | 


next, is of interest in showing that 
Col. Wm. R. Rowell who is nominated 
for senator‘is most admirably equipped 
for-that office, Local pride in the past 
two years has given a handsome vote 
and helped largely ‘in the election of 
our townsmen. to this position. ‘This 
year the contest is between Richard 
Carter of Lawrence and Col. Wm, ?R. 
Rowell of Methuen. In a district so 
close as. our 6th Essex it is hard to 
prophecy the sivcess of any candidate, 
but the present indications are bright 
for the election of Col. Rowell. Our 
district will make no mistake in such a 
choice. A man of pronounced ability 
and of previous legislative experience, 
he will make a senator of whem we 
may be proud. Col. Rowell’s two 
years’ experience in the house as the 


representative from Methuen, give’ 


some idea of his equipment for the 
higher office. 

In 1890 he voted for the weavers’ fine 
bill, restriction of night work for wo- 
men and children in mills, the 58-hour 
law and other measures tending to 
benefit the wage workers of the com- 
monwealth. 

In addition to labor on bills of impor- 
tance in regard to taxation, administra- 
tion of estates of deceased persons, 
violation of liquor laws and others, Mr. 
Rowell in 1889 was chairman of.com- 
mittee on Probate and Insolvency, and 
on the special committee to investigate 
the affairs of the office of the commis- 
sioner of provincial laws. In 1890 he 
was chairman of the Finance commit- 
tee, the most important in the House. 
In this position he won the distinction 
of having every bill which his commit- 
tee favored carried through the House, 
having so gained the confidence of the 
members. He has been credited by 
papers, Republican and Democratic, in 
different parts of the state asa member 
who has gained prominence by his own 
merit and hard, faithful work. 

Andover owes it to herself to give to 
Col. Rowell a large majority at.the 
coming election. 
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If there is one office which it would 
seem ought to be kept out of politics, it 
is that of registry of deeds. That the 
present incumbent, John R. Poor, has 
heretofore been nominated by both 
parties. would indicate that the general 
wish in former years has been to that 
end; but the office seekers are getting 
more numerous and this year the demo- 
crats have nominated John J. Donovan 
as a candidate for this office. The 
principal argument for ousting Mr. 
Poor seems to be that ‘the has had it 
long enough, give someone else a 
chance.”” Certainly a peculiar reason 
for disposing of the services of an able, 
and efficient officer, and one that will 
have but little weight with men who 
can recognize efficiency in public ser- 
vice such as is everywhere. acknowl- 
edged to be shown in Mr. Poor’s admin- 
istration of his office.

The warrants have beon posted notify- 
ing and warning the inhabitants of the 
Town of Andover, . qualified to vote in 
eléctions, to. meet and assemble in the 
désignated and appointed polling-places

Hall in voting precinct 1, and the Hall in 
the old school-house in Ballardyale in vo- 
ting precinct 2, on Tuesday the third 
day of November, next, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, to bring in the election 
officers their votes for Governor; Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Councillor for the Sixth 
Councillor District, Secretary of the 
Commonwealth, Treasurer and Receiver- 
General, Auditor, and Attorney-General, 
Senator for the Sixth Essex ' District, 
Representative in General Court for the 
Sixth Essex District, Clerk of the Courts, 
one County. Commissioner. County Treas-- 
urer, and Register of Deeds for Northern 
District of Essex. Also, to vote on the 
following proposed amendments to the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Article of amendment 
to the Constitution relative to the quali- 
fication of voters for Governor, Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. Senators, and Representa- 
tives. 

So much of the article three of the 
amendments of the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth as is contained in the 
following words: ‘‘and who shall have 
paid, by himself, or his parent, master, 
or guardian, any state or county tax, 
which shall, within two years next pre- 
ceding such election, have been assessed 


upon him in any town or district of this 
Commonwealth; and also every citizen 


who shall be by law exempted from tax-- 


ations and who shall be in all other re- 
spects qualified as above mentioned,”’ is 
hereby annulled. 

Article of amendment to the Constitu- 
tion fixing . the number of members nec- 
essary to constitute a quorum in each 
branch of the General Court, 


A majority of the members of each 
branch of the general court shall consti- 
tute-a quorum for the transaction of: bus- 
iness, but a less number may adjourn 
from ef to day, and compel the atten- 
dance of absent members. All the pro- 
visions of the existing constitution in- 
consistant with the provisions herein 
contained are hereby annulled.

‘followed an intensely interesting address 


by Rev. Arthur Little, p.p., of Dorches- 
ter, on “Some of the conditions of Spir- 
itual Power.” “This question was dis- 
cussed by Prof. Taylor of this town, 
Revs. Mr. Rose, Huntington, and Mer- 
riam of Lowell and several others. This 
closed the pilernoon session, and then 
the ladies of thechurch served the dele- 
gates and others with a collation in the 
vestry. 

The evening session brought out a 
larger attendance and it was opened with 
a prayer and praise service led by Rev. 
C. 8, Merriam of Lowell, Other business 
matters then came up, a report being 
submitted in regard to a systematic plan 
of beneficence, and Revs.

Burglars Make a Big Haul. 


One of the largest burglaries Andover 
has ever jhad happened late last Friday 
night or early Saturday morning, the 
well-known farm house of Joseph ‘J. 
Pearson on Main Street, about a mile and 
a half. from the centre of town, being 


uw window leading into the pantry, which 
had been left unfastened. The intruders 
evidently first came across the silver, and. 
took possession of the following articles: 
four tablespoons marked ‘'C’’; two table- 
spoons marked ‘DC’; six teaspoons 
marked ‘C”’; six teaspoons marked “P”’; 
one saltspoon marked '‘D C.”” Then the 
different sleeping rooms were looked 
over, and Mr. Pearson’s gold watch taken, 
but $105 iii the pocket of a pair of 
trousers, which iooked much the worse 
for wear, were not discovered. The last, 
but most important discovery for the 
burglars was a small, old-fashioned safe 
which stood in the front hall covered 
witha blanket. A common lock being 
its only security, it was soon opened, and 
the contents taken to the woodshed. In 
one box belonging to Mr. Pearson was 
found some $1400, in another, belonging 
to the eldest son, $600; and in still an- 
other, belonging to the two younger sons, 
$400. A number of bonds, promissory 
notes, mortgages, and other papers taken 
from the safe were found in_ the wood- 
shed. 

Mr. Pearson is a well-to-do farmer, and 
has been in the habit of keeping large 
sums of money at times in his house. On 
Friday afternoon he ‘was to have met an 
Andover attorney to make a loan of 
$1000, but he did not. come around at 
that time. The family arose about 4 
A.M., and soon discovered the burglary. 
Chief of police Cheever was immediately 
notified, and examined the premises,

THE HONORED DEAD, - 


CEREMONIES AT THE UN VEILING OF 
THE GRADY MONUMENT. 


Governor Hill and Other Notables Pay 
Honor to the South's Distinguished 


Contributed to the Memorial. 


ATLANTA, Oct, 22.—The monument 
erected in memory of Henry W. Grady. on 
one of the principal streets of Atlanta, was 
nnveiled yesterday in the presence of the 
governor of New York, the governor of 
Georgia and a large assemblage of suuth- 
ern people. The universal Jove and respect 
with which Henry Grady was held gave 
the occasion more than a local interest. 
The entire nation was interested in tue 
erection of the mouument, and Atlanta 
felt as though-~the nation’s sympathies 
were with her people in honoring the dis- 
tinguished dead: 

The hour set for the ceremony was high 
noon, The sun shone brightly on the 
busy streets of the city: The sound of 
1 musio and the tramp of marching feet had 
} been heard all through the forevoon as 
: the militia companies and the civil or- 
ganizations, which were to take ‘part in 
the parade, marched to the place of as- 
sembling. 

A local committee, headed by the presi- 
dent of the Grady Monument association, 
Mr. Northen, bad called at the hotel and 
escorted Governor Hill to the state capitol, 
where Governor Northen received him. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock Governor Hill 
was escorted to a carriage drawn by four 
white horses which stood at the foot 
of the capitol steps. He was accom- 
panied by Governor Northen, Mr, Northen 
and Olark Howell, who succeeded Henry 
Grady as managing editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution. 

The distinguished visitors from New 
York were distributed with members of 
the monument committee in the carriages 
following. When the guests had taken 
their places in the carriages, the news was 
carried to the grand marshal, Colonel 
W. L. Calhoun, and a few minutes later 
the command to march was given. The 
marshal rode at the head of the column 
with ten.aides, five from the Fourth 
Georgia battalion in full uniform, and five 
in civiliau dress with gray sashes and leg- 
gings.

was in six divisions. A squad of mount- 
ed, police led the way, followed by the 
famous Mexican band, Then .came the 
Fourth battalion, with the Grady Cadets,. 
a battalion of police, the Atlanta artillery 
and the Moreland Park Cadets, In the 
second division were the Asolph-Brandt 
division, Knights of Pythias, the Atlanta 
division, Knights of Pythias, and the boys 
and girls of the high school, In the third 
division, headed by the Fourth Artillery

It was shortly after noon when, the 
Mexican band having rendered a: selec- 
tion, President Northen called the as- 
semblage to order, Miss. Gussie Grady, 
the only daughter of Henry Grady, then 
drew the cord which held the canvas in 
place about the figure on the montiment.

Article of Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion fixing the numbers of members 
necessary to constitute a quorum in each 
branch of the General Court; ‘‘A majority 
of the members of each branch of the 
General Court shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, but a less 
number may- adjourn from day to day 
and compel;the attendance of absent 
members. All provisions of the existing 
Constitution, inconsistent with the pro- 
visions herein contained are hereby an- 
nulled.”’

Mr. Bean then read an ancient’ record of 
the meeting of the délegates in conference 
in 1866. Editor Horton of the Salem 
Gazette and Salem Mercury was called, 
and responded briefly., Mr. Phillips of 
Salem also said a few words upon Unitar- 
ian principles. Rev. Mr. Wilson paid a 
fitting tribute to Mrs. Dall of Boston. 

On motion of Mrs. “Lunt, a vote of 
thanks was accorded the speakers, and, 
also, to the members of the North Parish 
Church for their abundant hospitality. 
The benediction was pronounced by Rev. 
Mr, Wilson, and the meeting adjourned 
at 3.45 o'clock. Rev. H.H. Leavitt and 
Rev, Elias Hodge were present as invited 
guests. 

The effect of the variety of color given 
by the autumn boughs, ferns, and flowers 
around the pulpit was very pretty. The 
conference was considered a very success- 
ful one.
